Manner of Making Mourning Dresses.

While'paniors, anshes, fussy drap-
ory, flounces and open throats are, of
course, avoided, yet n dinner dress of
mourning silk and crape is fashioned
verymuch as a colored dress of ailk and
brovade would be.

A Postage Stamp Mystery,
Within half a dozen years a business
in connection with postuge stamps has
grown up, causing at
nggravaled amount of worniment an
labor. Some one informs a ohild or a
benevolent adult that the sum of one
hundred dollars will be given for one
million stamps thal have been already
used on letters. The use to which tl:,?
are put is not generally explained.
! Sometimes it I8 said they are for the
manufacture  of papier-mache. At
other times it s solerunly stated that
they can be sold to persons whose lives
are devoted to the endowment of hos-
pital-beds at one hundred dollars
aplece, Agnin it is said there is an ex-
trnordinary demnnd for eanceled old
stamps ina part of China where they are
usad to paper walls of houses, the style
of decoration having some mysterious
effeot in averting calamity, and capecial-
ly in saving the lives of little children
who would be devoured by their hungry
parents or friends but for the saving
charm of the old stamps on the walls.
There is probably scarcely one ol our
readers who lins not assisted in the col-
lection of old stnmlm to make up the
million that some friend has undertaken
to gather; but no one that we have ever
lieard of has been able to ascertain that
it has yieldedd a huondred dollars whieh
have been applied to a real or pretended
benevolent object. A sirong presump-
tion exists in resconing minds that there
isa fraud in the business. Ewveryone
knows that mauny stawups go through the
mails uncanceled. or with the canceling
marks go indistinet (it they can easily
be removed. Probably at linst ten per
cent. of the whole number used could
bhe made serviceable n second time. In
1,000,000 old three-cent stamps, costing
$100, 100,000 could be used over agnin,
and these would be worth $3,000 to the
arties buying the million stamps for
gmo. The profit from the business is
thus seéen to be enormons.

The British postoffice department has
for somie years found that the amount of
stamps upon the letters it carries ex-
ceeds Lthe amount issued to the publie,
and of course the excess must consist of
old stamps from which the cancellation
has been obliterated.
stamp has been devised, printed wit
inks that are intended to set at defiance
the various devices by which an old
stamp is made to look as good as new.
Whether the plan will succeed is un-
known. But the fact that more stamps
are used on letters in Great Britain than
are issued by the department shows that
the fraud is extensively practiced, and
lends to the inference thut a consider-
nble number of each million of old
stamps collected and sold are used
ngain on letters, instead of helping to
endow hospital-beds and save Chinese
children from cannibalism.—Philadel-
phia Bullstin.

Edison’s System of Electric Lighting.

Mr. Edison’s idea in regard to the
electrie light was that, in nll cls,
it should take the place of gas. Follow-
ing the annlogy of water, the inventor
coneeived of a system which would re-
semble the Holly water works., As the
water is pumped directly into pipes
which convey it under pressure to the
point where it is to be used, so the elec-
tricity is to be forced into the wires and
delivered under pressure at its destin-
ation. Inthe case of water, after being
used, it lows away by means ol a sewer
ipe and is lost. Butit is.esasy to imag-
ine that the water used in working
machinery, for instance, instead of be-
ing lost, might be returned to the puwmps
and used over and over again With
such a system as this, we fhould have a

rfect analogy to the Edison electrie
ighting system. The electricity, wiger
being distributed-under pressure and
used, is returned to the centenl station.
An the light results from no consump-
tion of a material, but is mere transmu-
tation of the energy exerted in the
pumping proeess, it is therefore seen
that all which is essential to an electric
lighting system is the generator (or
pump), the two lines of wire, one dis-
tributing the electricity, the other bring-
Ing it back, and a lamp which trans-
mutes into light the energy varried by
the eleciricity when it passes from one
wire to the other, and in which the
energy of the pressure expresses itself
as the light, In Edison's invention the
amount of electricity delivered ig the
lamp is determined by the size and re-
sistance in the carbon, just as in water
the amount of flow is determined by the
size of the openings. As a great many
small jets of water can be supplied from
one pipe, so a great many lamps orsmall
escapes for eicotvicity can be furnished
from one wire.—Sembner.

Some Interesting Fignres,

In an interview at Chicago with
Rohert P. Potter, the well-known atatis-
tician, who s been appointed by Census
Su \qt_mdnnt erker to have charge
of the eollection of statistics concerning
the debt, woealth, mnd taxation of the
United States, Mr. Potter said: Thy
fisrts which T kave colleoted give n sort
of eomparative view of the growth of
the three sections of the country, nnd
bear espeeially on the economio changes
that have taken place in the past decade
in the East, West and South. In 1860
the populstion of the nine Eastern
States (including New York and Penn-
sgl\mn!a) was 10.504.300: the nine
Western States (excluding Ohio), 6,762,
368; and the thirteen Southern States,
10,259,016, By a careful estimate I find
that at the close of 1879 Lthe population
of the Bastern States had reached 14,+
303,000; thatof the Southern States, 14,-
205,000, and that of the Western States,
14,655,000, Thus, while thie population
of the South probably inoreased 4, 025,-
884, nnd that of the Enstern States 3 8O -
706, the nine Western Stateg hiave in
nineteen yenrs gained 7,902,632 —an in-
crense nearl ual to the aggregate in-
orease of I.‘,IGNIEMII‘I"I‘I and  Southern
States in the same period. The increase
of populntion on the shores of the great
Inkes withi 1 the past quarter century ia
without a parallel in bistory. I have
made a series of investigations of the
m:muf!u-lurinf populations of the West-
ern States (Obio omitted), of the thir-
tren Southern States, and of the six Now
England States, including New York,
Pennsylvania and Now Jersey. Having
ascertnined by the census figures of
1850, 1800 and 1870 the sctual grow th of
the manufacturing population of each
State, the percentage of growth for each
deonde was easily found out; then b
taking the average decenninl growt
between 1850 and 1870 for the increase
between 1870 and 1886, I have arrived
at the following approximation:

A slighter effusion may canet only
parlysiz, from whioli the patient may
recover; the wound hiealing, and the
bloomd being gradually taken up and
earried off by the ahsorbents,

Sometimes the serous portion of the
blood escaper through the pores of the
vessels sulliciently to ocengion a similar
result,

Free-livers are espocinlly liable to
apoplexy. They keep the vessels too
full and the current too strong, More
blood always goes o the brain than else-
where; its vessels nre partionlarly weak,
and as nge approachesthey grow hrittle
through n fendeney to hecome more or
lens ossified.
